5. A change in the “hot goods” 
penalties of the law to protect the 
person who innocently buys goods 
produced in violation of the wage- 
hour requirements.

Wheeler, chairman of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
and Sen. Harry Truman, D., Mo., 
will sponsor the measure, which also 
would permit the I.C.C. to fix rates 
of air transport companies. 

The Senators said that the meas- 
ure which establishes a national 
zransportation policy to increase ef- 
ficiency, facilitate operation of the 
postal service and strengthen na- 
tional defense, is the key bill in 
a series intended to bolster the sick 
railroad industry. Others will be 
dropped into the hopper within a 
few days, they said, 

“Contract carriers by air, water 
and motor, as well as brokers, are 
brought under the jurisdiction of 
the commission,” the Senators said 
in a joint explanatory statement. 

“This proposed measure seeks only 
to place the regulation of other 
forms of transportation on the same 
basis as the regulation extended to 
railroads. If regulating railroads is 
proper, then other forms of trans- 
port which compete with them 
should likewise be regulated in 
identical ways and terms, consider- 
ing, of course, the particular char- 
acteristics and uses of the differ 
ent carriers. Regulation of all car- 
riers should be done in such man- 
ner as to insure the nation a sound 
and adequate transportation sys- 
tem and to preserve for the public 
the advantages of each form of 
transportation.” 

“Undoubtedly there will be oppo- 
sition to this bill from special in- 
terests,” the Senators said, “par- 
ticularly those who favor the regu- 
lation of carriers in so far as it 
does not regulate the form of trans- 
portation in which they are en- 
gaged.” 

They said their bill is based 
largely on recommendations made 
by President Roosevelt's ‘“‘Commit- 
tee of Six” which reported last De- 
cember that a major reason for low 
railway traffic is lack of regulation 
of agencies competing with the 
roads.

Bolstering further the strikers’

This supreme authority on 
newspaper advertising shows that 
for the first 20 days of March, the 
Hearst papers here dropped 487,943 
agate lines of advertising as com- 
pared to the similar period last 
year, while all the other Chicago 
dailies increased their advertising. 

Of the Marsh loss, according to 
Media Records statistics, the Amer- 
can dropped 128,590 lines, the Her- 
ald & Examiner, 359,353. Total line- 
age loss since the strike started, 
Dec. 5, last, is 1,771,003 lines, an es- 
timated advertising revenue loss of 
708,401.20.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 29. 
—Enthusiastically expressing com- 
plete confidence in President Roose- 
velt and the New Deal, Massachu- 
setts Young Democrats held their 
State Convention here yesterday, 
and healed the year-old split in 
their ranks. Robert Mannsmann of 
Marlboro was unanimously elected 
President by the 459 delegates rep- 
resenting 4,600 members in Massa- 
chusetts.

Roosevelt which marked the entire 
Convention was crystallized in the 
demonstration of approval following 
the introduction of the first resolu- 
tion, a sweeping endorsement of 
President Roosevelt and his New 
Deal policies. 

The Convention, held in the Hotel 
Kimball, approved the President’s 
Deficiency Appropriation for $150,- 
000,000 WPA Funds, and condemned 
the action of Republican Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of this State, 
who, under the guise of liberalism, 
attempted to sabotage relief ap- 
propriations. 

SEEK FLOOD CONTROL 


A resolution demanding flood 
control work in Massachusetts con- 
demned the Republican Governor 
for demagogically endorsing the 
Federal Flood Control Program and 
nine days later acting as chairman 
of a meeting of the New England 
Governors to arrest the progress of 
the program.

Besides revealing TB condi- 
tions, the X-ray also shows other 
chest diseases and cardiac condi- 
tions. 


Dr. Edwards pointed out that the

A report on the bill to enable 
non-citizens who entered the coun- 
try illegelly before July 1, 1924, to 
become citizens (H. R. 214, intro- 
duced by Rep. Emanuel Celler) will 
be given by Leo Ypsilanti, who ap- 
peared before the House Committee 
on Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion representing the American 
Committee for Protection of For- 
eign Born in support of the bill last 
week. A report will be given also 
on H. R. 1650, introduced by Rep. 
Dickstein, providing that “No per- 
son shall be naturalized or be made 
a citizen of the United States who 
believes in any form of government 
for the United States contrary to 
that now existing in the United 
States,” which the committee is 
opposing and which was given a 
public hearing by the House Com- 
mittee last week. 

A special report will be given on 
the bills introduced by Senator 
Robert Reynolds to stop ail immi- 
gration, to deport non-citizens on 
relief, and for the registration and 
fingerprinting of all non-citizens in 
the United States. These bills were 
given public hearings by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Immigration last 
week, with the American Commit- 
tee opposing them. 

Additional reports will be given 
at the delegate meeting on State 
bills affecting the foreign-born, in 
New York, Texas, California, Oregon 
and New Jersey. Also, at the dele- 
gate meeting. the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born for 
the coming year will be elected. All 
organizations are asked to send 
representatives or delegates to the 
March 30 meeting.

Alex Rose, State Secretary of the 
American Labor Party, yesterday 
expressed the ALP’S “vigorous op- 
position” to proposals to slash the 
salaries-of-state civil service work- 
In a letter to Assemblyman Ab- 
bott Low Moffat, chairman of the 
Assembly Committee on Ways and 
Means, Mr. Rose emphatically urged 
that no cuts be made in the civil 
service workers’ wages, and sug- 
gested more effective economy might 
take the form of “pruning the sal- 
aries of higher paid officials.” 

“We believe.” he said, “it would 
be most unfair and unwise to per- 
mit an hysterical economy drive to 
be carried. through by slashing sal- 
aries and taking it out of the hide 
of the average, decent, hardworking 
civil service employes.” 


BUDGET AT MINIMUM 


The Labor Party chairman de- 
clared he believed the budget rec- 
ommended. by Governor Lehman 
represented the very minimum 
budget required to maintain “vital 
social and welfare services being 
carried on by the state.“ 

„Along with his budget,” the let- 
ter continues, “Governor Lehman 
recommended a tax program to 
meet the budgetary outlays. We be- 
lieve that his financial program is 
sound and should be supported by 
the Legislature.” : 

Mr. Rose predicted the unfor- 
tunate results which would follow 
a cut in civil service workers’ sal- 
aries. 

“Slashing state wages would most 
certainly have the effect ot seri- 
ously impairing the morale of our 
civil service force,’ he warned.

ported by the Chicago Daily News Berlin corre- 
ent, Mr. Wallace R. Deuel, on March 27. At 
that time Mr. Duel cabled: 

“So far, only a warning shot across France's bows 
has been fired from here (Nazi Germany)—the press 
contents itself with elaborating upon Mussolini’s own 
arguments. But the big guns are ready and will go 
into action whenever the two dictators decide that a 
real bombardment is likely to be effective.” 

This, however, is an incomplete statement of the 
situation because it omits the role of Chamberlain, 
Daladier and Bonnet. 

These diplomatic confidence men are assisting the 
fascists to achieve another “appeasement” victory and 
thus to magnify their bluffing power, the threat, and 
the ultimate menace of the fascist dictators, 

Spanish and Italian events are evidence that Mr.

First Curve Ball Pitcher Dies 


DETROIT, March 29 (UP) Fred 
E. Goldsmith, who claimed to be 
the first pitcher to throw a curve 
ball, died at his home here last 
night after an illness of several 
weeks.
